Executive Order 
Covers Volunteers 
In Four Branches 
WASHINGTON— (AP )— 


The enlistments of some 125,- 
000 persons in the U. S. arm- 
ed forces—those whose regu 
lar terms are due to expire in 
the year beginning July 1— 
were extended today for an 
additional nine months. 


The rule covers all volunteers in 


the army, air force, navy and ma- 
rines except Selective Eervice reg- 
istrants who enlisted for 24 months 
instead of awaiting induction. 


By services, the affected group 


consists of 60,500 in the army, 25,- 
000 air force, 35,000 navy and 4,- 
500 marines. 


The Defense department, in an- 


nouncing the action, said not all 
the men will be required to serve 
the full period of extension. None 
will be kept on duty longer than is 
absolutely necessary, the depart- 
ment said. 


Executive Order 


The extension was ordered un- 


der the terms of an executive or- 
der signed by President Truman 
April 1?. 


It .applies to all components of 


the armed forces, 
including the 


reserves and the national ""guard, 
whether the men are on active 
duty or not. 


Maximum authorized active duty 


tours of reservists and guardsmen, 
however, are n o t lengthened. 
There is no change in the existing 
program for separating reservists 
and guardsmen from service. 


In addition to the men from the 


Selective Service lists who volun- 
teered for 24 months, personnel 
not affected by the order include: 


Those whose enlistments have 


been previously extended. 


Those inducted through the draft. 


Limited By Law 


Drafted men and two-year en- 


listees cannot by law be held in 
service for extra time unless there 
is a declaration of war or con- 
gress declares a state of emer- 
gency. 


Similar executive orders in 1950 


and 1951 provided for the full 12 
months extension on enlistments 
expiring in those years. 


"Reduction of the extension pe- 


riod from 12 to nine months is 
possible because the armed forces 
have reached a leveling off stage 
requiring an over-all increase in 
strength of only about 100,000 from 
June 30.

It was driving families from 
their homes in growing numbers 
In Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and 
Kansas. Damage and flood-fighting 
costs were mounting into uncount- 
ed millions. 


New Threat 


The new threat to Omaha de- 


veloped suddenly last night when 
pressure from the raging river tide 
slew out a sewer line leading into 
the lowland industrial area.

Council Bluffs, la., channel. 


The greatest danger seemingly

Teall Mcsser, now a icsident of 


San Francisco, first got the urge 
to build the house before the war. 
Flie urge still hasn't died as he has 
continued building and adding to 
tiis hillside home. The icsull being-, 
of course, a reputation of being 
nandy with a hammer. 


Messer began his houss before 


the war. He started by obtaining 
used lumber, at a low price, from 
the 
San 
Francisco 
exposition 


grounds on Treasure Island. 


Then, following plans drawn up 


by Quinn Hill, he set to work. The 
timbers were spiked together for 
beams and icwood nailed on the 
outside. Plateglass windows opened 
the rooms to a view of the city 
below. 


Then, last year, he added an 


apartment to his house which cost 
as much as the original two-bed- 
room house. 


By doing his own building Mcsser 


was able not only to cut normal 
building expenses but was able to 
include extra built-in features as 
he went along.

burning the grass at'this time. 


Use about three pounds of ferti- 


lizer for every 100 square feet of 
surface—and rake, broom or drag 
the surface so as to work the ferti- 
lizer down to the soil where it be- 
longs. 


You will spend a lot of time this

Go over your list a second time 


and hesitate long enough to visual- 
ize each plant in your own garden. 
Does it fit in? What space have 
you for just this shrub, perennial, 
annual, or whatever it may be? 
Are the colors what you want? 


In other words, does your garden 


want it and ically need it? Don't 
foiget that seeds have a way of 
producing plants that require a 


large space even though they them- 
selves look so small. 


The best flme for making this 


spnng's garden plans is now in- 
stead of when time is at premium 
later in the spring. The fiist step 
in planning a garden is preparing a 
list of vegetables a family wants to 
include. It's not important to list 
vaiieties to be planted. This can 
wait until seed is ordered. 


An actual plan, sketched on ft 


piece of paper, according to scale, 
is the best way to outline a garden. 
Last year's garden plan can be 
used to furnish some ideas for the 
new one. If these plans are kept on 
hand from year to yeai\ it makes 
planning much easier. 


The most important point is de- 


ciding where each vegetable will 
be planted. In deciding this, it's 
important to consider the method 
of cultivation. If tractor equipment 
is to be used, plans can be made 
for wide rows and loom at the ends 
of rows. 


Long lows are necessary in this 


type arrangement, even if it means 
planting more than one vegetable 
ma row. For hand cultivation, the 
gaitlen rows can be spaced from 
one to three leet apart, depending 
upon the vegetable.

Cause Some Gout Attacks 


A correspondent. Mrs. S., writes 


"I am a woman, 48 ypnrs oid. and 
have had periodic attacks of gout 
in the large toe joint for the past 
seven years . . . please tell me 
more about this." 


Gout is an extraordinatny in- 


teresting disease, though not an 
extremely common one. Among 
other things, it is said "that gout 
is one of the most painfui of all 
human disorders, and those who 
have had an attack will certainly 
agree as will many doctors- who 
have observed acute attacks. 


The cause of gout is not known, 


although there are several curious 
things about it which one would 
think would give a clue. It is prin- 
cipally a disease of men, and Mrs. 
3. is one of the few unfortunate 
women who have developeo gout. 


A typical attack is likely to start 


with terrific pain at the base of one 
of the big toes. This pain is sharp 
and frequently awakens the victim 
from a sound sleep In the middle 
of the night. The joint is extremely 
tender—so much so that even the 
weight of the bed clothes' may be 
too much to bear. 


Overindulgence in 'food 
often 


seems to bring on an attack. Many 
patients with gout report an un- 
usually rich or large meal before 
the first attack, such as a steak 
rfinti*r or a large amount 01 wine 
or other alcoholic beverage. 


Gout is associated with certain 


foods which contain s»hstanres 
called punnes. Liver, sweetoieads. 
kidney, squab, and calf's tongue 
are especially rich in purines. Oth- 
er foods like sausage, beel, pork, 
veal and several kinds of tisn also 
have a lot of purines and are not- 
safe for the sufferer from &out. 


By proper knowledge of diet and 


sometimes by the addition of one 
or two drugs, it is often possible to 
prevent attacks of acute gout or at 
least to make them come less 
often. In those who have had acute 
gout for years, a chronic form often 
appears which doctors now call 
gouty arthritis. 


CRYSTALS FORM 


In this phase of gout, crystal-like 


substances are deposited in or near 
the joints. These cannot be dis 
solved, but are not very painful b'e< 
tween acute attacks. However, 
these crystals, called urates, can 
become so numerous that they are 
disfiguring, some reaching the size 
of hen's eggs or even larger. 


Time-honored treatment by diet 


and certain drugs is useful both in 
acute attacks and in cutting down 
the number and frequency of at 
tacks. Cortisone and ACTH. 
If 


given- at the right time, appear to 
halt an attack, but when tney are 
stopped the attack generally comes 
on later. 


Use Sound Defense for Good Results 


By OSWALD .1ACOBY 


If you defend by general princi- 


ples, you'll probably do well on 
"most hands. 
The familiar rules 


usually work. It's usually right to 
lead through strength, up to weak- 
ness; or to play second hand low 
but third hand high; and so on. 


One of the rules that most de- 


fenders follow is: "Don't lead a 
suit that dummy can trump." 
This is a sound rule most of the 
time because declarer has to lead 
that suit himself, and there's no 
advantage for the defenders in do- 
Ing declarer's work for him. 


The hand shown today illustrates 


an important exception to th£ rule. 
You must sometimes lead a suit 
that dummy can trump — when 
your purpose is to kill one of de- 
clarer's tricks. 


When the hand was actually 


played, West opened the nine of 
spades, and East won with the 
king. He cashed 
the 
ace of 


spades and then hopefully led his 
singleton club. 


This was not an affective de- 


fense. South Stepped up with the 
ace of clubs, drew two rounds of 
trumps, and then discarded two 
clubs from dummy on the queen 
and jack of spades. This enabled 
him to ruff his low clubs in dum- 
my, making his contract. 


After East had won two spade 


tricks, he knew (or should have 
known) . that South had the queen 
and jack. West's opening lead 
had been his highest spade, and 
since West had led the nine, the 
higher spades were bound to be in 
the South hand. 


At the third trick East should 


have led another 
spade. 
West 


would ruff, 
and 
dummy would 


have to over-ruff. This pity would 
kill one of declarer's spade tricks. 
so that he could later discard on- 
ly one club from 
dummy. He 


would therefore have to lose a 
club trick sooner or later. 


There was no need for East to 


lead clubs to try to cash a high 
heart. If declarer had a losing 
heart, he could do nothing with it; 
E«!rt would win it eventually, if 
declarer had a losing club, how- 
ever, the way to make sure of the 
defensive club trick was to kill a 
•pade* trick.

UNJUST WAK 


In his personal memoirs, Gener- 


al Grant said that the Mexican 
war was "one of the most unjust 
ever waged by a stronger against 
a weaker nation." 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—While no individual can be 


held responsible for what one Of his ex-partners may do 
after & partnership is broken up, it is now recalled in 
Washington that Judge James P. McGranery, whom Pres- 
ident Truman has nominated as attorney general, is the 
former law partner of James F. Masterson of Phila- 
delphia. 


And it was Masterson who, in February, 1948, filed 


the stockholders' suit in Detroit which led to the three- 
million-dollar damage claim by Kaiser-Fraiser automo- 
bile corporation against Otis & Co., Cleveland banking 
firm headed by Cyrus Eaton. 


This case is still kicking around in the courts, after 


four years. 
Kaiser-Frazer won a $2,500,000 damage 


award in New York District Court last July. The charge 
was that Otis & Co. had breached a contract to under 
write $10 million worth of K-F stock. • 


U. S. Court of Appeals in New York has now re- 


versed this decision, declaring that the Kaiser-Frazer con- 
tract "was so closely related to the performance of acts 
forbidden by the law as to be itself illegal." But Edgar 
F. Kaiser, in Detroit, has declared that the Appeals Court 
decision will be re-appealed to the Supreme Court. 


The whole thing began when Masterson filed his 


stockholders' suit to prevent Otis & Co. from underwrit- 
ing the Kaiser-Frazer stock issue, 
U. S. District Judge 


John W. Clancy in his original opinion on the case de- 
clared : 


"This action was instituted ac a result of a plot to 


establish an excuse to breach the contract conceived 
by Eaton, approved by Daley (of Otis & Co.) and exe- 
cuted by Bulkley (a Cleveland lawyer) who procured 
Masterson as a'dummy plaintiff ..." 


- All this is supposed to have happened In 1948. The 


Masterson & McGranery law'firm was dissolved some 
time before McGranery—former congressman and as- 
sistant attorney general—was sworn in as a federal judge 
in 1946. But the new A-G may be quizzed about his law 
practice when he is investigated for confirmation by the 
Senate Judiciary Committee.

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Stalin Loves Kids-Who Loves Stalin? 


International Communist leaders in Russia, who spawn 


new "front" organizations faster than the non-Communist 
western world can keep up with them, have now launched 


a new children's crusade. This appears to be the latest 
move in Moscow's present peace offensive. 


Theme song of the new movement is: 1—Stalin loves 


children. 
2—Everybody 
loves 
children. 
3—Therefore 


everybody should love Stalin. 


From this simple formula is built up the Kremlin 


propaganda line that the Communists are not interested 
In aggression—in Korea or anywhere else. What they are 
said to be interested in is children—their health, educa- 
tion, moral and cultural development, housing and food. 
Their line is that children of the world should be pro- 
tected from maladjustment, juvenile delinquency, child 
labor, immoral literature, radio and movies. 


Vehicle for launching this new propaganda drive is 


the "International Conference for the Defense of Chil- 
dren," ICDC, which just closed in Vienna, Austria. Par- 
ents of this new front are the Communist-run "World 
Federation of Democratic Women" and the "World Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions," the Communist international 
labor organization. 


ICDC has been in formation since last November. It 


claims branches m 26 countries, but half are behind the 
Iron Curtain. No branch organization is listed for ussia, 
nor for the United States. But a few Americans have 
been sucked in as members of an International Patronage 
Committee. 


Among those listed on this committee are Prof. Good- 


win Watson of Columbia, Dr. Katherine Dodd, University 
of Cincinnati, Dr. Mary Van Kleek, formerly of Carnegie 
Institute. Pittsburgh. 


An interesting footnote to all this is that Soviet Rus- 


sia never contributed one thin dime to the United Nations 
International Emergency Children's Fund that kept mil- 
lions of children from starvation at the end of the war.

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House Action Puts U. S. on Spot 


House of Representatives' action in cutting the Amer- 


ican contribution to United Nations from 36.9 per cent of 
the total cost to 33.33 per cent puts the U. S. government 
in a nasty box. Last year Congress passed a recom- 
mendation that no U. S. contribution to an international 
organization be over one-third of the total. 


Republican Rep. John M. Vorys of Ohio was the U. S. 


representative on the UN budget committee in Paris last 
fall. He fought valiantly to get the U. S. contribution cut 


fiom last year's 39 per cent to 33 per cent. But the bes 
he could do was whittle it down to 36.9. 


During this Paris fight, the Russian and satellite coun 


tries' contribution was raised from 8.14 per cent to 11.49 
per cent, over their strenuous objections. 


Back in Washington, Representative Vorys defendec 


the U. S. contribution of 36.9 per cent for next year as 
the best deal that could be had now. But it did him no 
good. Rep. John Bell Williams of Mississippi put in an 
amendment to cut the U. S. contribution to one-third o: 
the total and it carried, 120 to 66. 


The Senate may reverse this action. But if it stands 


and if the U. S. does not meet its full UN obligation, a 
ready-made alibi will have been .furnished the Russian; 
for not paying their increased assessment.

Russians Try to Break Alliance 


Outlook for negotiations with the Russians over the 


German question is that it will be a long-drawn-out af- 
fair. 
Russians have sent two notes to the U. S., Brit- 


ain and France on German unity and peace treaty. The 
three western powers have made 'one reply and are now 
drafting their second. 


This swapping of notes can go on for a long time, 


They just 
voice their old proposals a little differently. 


Russian proposals have such an appeal to many ele- 


ments in Germany, however, that they can't just be 
kissed off as a trick. 
If they were mishandled, they 


might wreck the plans to integrate Germany with west- 
ern Europe. 
Breaking up this alliance is exactly what 


the Russians are trying to do by their proposals to neu- 
tralize Germany as a buffer state between the Iron Cur- 
tain and the West.

I am sorry we 
didn't have more time to visit the 
shops. There is - great fascination 
to these artistic foreign made ao 
ccssorles that women like. 


We were shown through the poor- 


er business district. It was pathe- 
tic; it really was. Poor dark tiny 
little work shops where men and 
women were running sewing ma- 
chines, cobblers mending worn-out 
shoes, shops displaying bits of 
cheap cotton goods, many fruit 
stands, some selling bread and 
rolls that looked like big dough- 
nuts. They looked good. These 
dingy little shops continued on for 
man'1 many blocks. 


Women Wear Veils 


The native women wear sheer 


black or white chiffon veils. I 
wish they would take them off. I 
never did see what any of them 
looked like. There must be some 
beauties among them. The men 
wear scarves twisted or draped 
around their heads. Foreign men 
most always wear something as a 
head covering.

I didn't jot that 
down and can't

In and around Beirut for miles

It is said they are 
evenly divided, between Moslems 
and Christians of the Arab race. 
There are many Christian schools 
n Beirut. They speak Arabic and 
French. 


The harbor had a very attrac- 
ive appearance with their sail- 
boats, scores of them, very large 
ones. I presume they were fishing 
>oats. Some of them has as many 
as six large sails. 


Get New Guide 


All our guides were called English 


speaking guides. They were na- 
Ives, most of them, and might 
as well have spoken their own 
anguage as far as we were con- 
cerned, so it was a joy today to 
be given some one that spoke per- 
ect English. He was a gentleman 
of misfortune. He came from Pal- 
estine, once wealthy, with a beau- 
iful home. He was completely 
bombed out. Everything, furniture, 
complete library, 
clothing, etc.

WASHINGTON-(AP)-The time 


has com« "when we muit begin to 
move into commercial production" 
of synthetic fuel*, Secretary of the 
Interior Oscar Chapman reports. 


"It is not possible to increase oil 


refining capacity overnight," he 
•aid in his department's annual re 
port, "and by the same token it 
takes time to build synthetic 11 
quid fuel plants. 


"It is now highly desirable that 


commercial synthetic fuel plants 


. be started to bridge the gap be 


tween industry and the research 
and demonstration plant work al- 
ready done by the Bureau of 
Mines." 


No Need to Worry 


Chapman said there is no need 


to worry about the country's fuel 
supply "if we continue vigorously 
to develop our resources in the 
midst of this emergency." 


But, he cautioned, "if we fail to 


do so we shall eventually find our- 
selves severely pinched as mount- 
ing demands press harder and 


harder upon presently avallabl 
sources. The reserves are ther 
but they cannot be brought int 
production overnight." 


Chapman said in his report Uia 


enough technical and engineering 
data are now available "to provide 
a sound basis for proceeding with 
commercial development of syn 
thetic-fuel plants." He added tha 
there are enough raw materials- 
coal and oil shale—to meet all ol 
requirements for many years to 
come. 


Dependable Source 


These resources, Chapman said 


not only would provide a "depend 
able source" of gasoline and dicsel 
fuel, but could yield benzene and 
other chemicals needed in the 
manufacture of explosives, synthc 
iic rubber and other products. ' 


Cost of mining oil shale has been 


reduced and additional research in- 
:o production of oil from coal 
should achieve further cuts ia the 
costs of that process, he reported. 


Ground Planes Owned by North 
Continental After Air Disaster 


LOS ANGELES —(AP)— North 


Continental Airways, operating un 
scheduled transcontinental flights. 
was grounded today by govetnment 
order after a crash of one of its 
transports near here had Uken 29 
lives. 


The plane, a C-46 two-engine air- 


liner en route from New York to 
Los Angeles, crashed in the Puente 
Hills, 25 miles from its destination, 
early yesterday morning in a heavy 
fog. Seven hours later a rancher, 
checking on his cattle, came upon 
the wreckage. A few passengers 
had been hurled from the plane, 
but most died strapped in their 
seats. 


The plane apparently exploded 


as it hit the side of the 100-foot hill. 
Short, glistening rivulets 
where 


aluminum had melted, testified to 
the heat of the fire that consumed 
everything except the smashed tail 
section and one wheel. 


Capt. Sewell Griggers of the Los 


Angeles sheriff's aero squadron 
pointed to a furrow ripped across 
the crest of a hill and said: "Evi- 
dently the pilot started his letdown 
too soon. A wingtip, probably the 
right one, scraped the top here, 
throwing the plane off balance."

W. Va., (AP) — First use of a 
monkey lung to provide an exter- 
nal substitute for the lungs of a 
human being during surgery was 
announced today by a surgeon who 
said the technique kept several 
babies alive for a 
time—one of 


them for three hours. 


The monkey lungs, freshly re- 


moved from the animals, were 
used in coinjunction with a "me- 


NOTES for BUSINESSMEN:

chanical heart" and were employ- 
ed specifically to supply oxygen to 
the blood of the patients whose 
own heart and lung systems were 
cut off. 


One monkey lung was used for 


each of five human infants. 
All 


the babies were suffering 
from 


congenital heart defects, and di- 
rects, and direct operation on the 
heart itself constituted their only 
choice for survival. 


None Survived 


None of the babies survived, but 


the surgeon who described 
the 


technique said there is encourage- 
ment in the fact that 
life 
was 


maintained—even though tempor- 
arily—with the aid of a "substi- 
tute" heart and lung system out- 
side the patients' own bodies. 


Dr. Robert Janes, head of the 


department of surgery at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, said the tech- 
nique was developed by Dr. W. R. 
Mustard of the university staff. Al- 
though the work has not yet been 
described in scientific 
literature, 


Dr. James mentioned it briefly at 


a meeting of the American Surgi- 
cal association here. 


How It Works 


It works this way: 
Blood is pumped out of the pa- 


tiont's veins by means of a me- 
chanical heart. The blood then is 
fed through the 
monkey lung, 


which is caused to inflate and de- 
flate automatically. The l u n g 
takes in oxygen, which is then 
supplied to the blood. It also re- 
moves carbon dioxide from the 
blood. The blood ultimately is re- 
turned to the patient's body by 
means of a tube linked with ai 
artery.
